EXTRACT UIT EEN LONDON PAPIER. 





Omze lezers weten reeds dat zyn majes- 
teit’s schip Congo en het transportschip 
Dorothy van Bahia te Portsmouth zj n ge- 
arriveerd. Deze schepen, moet men zich 
herinneren, waren gezonden, met voguierk 
om de rigting van de rivier Congo te vere 
zekeren, en waarof deze rivier cenige ge- 
meenschap met de Niger mogt hebben. 
De voortgang van de schoener Cungo op 
de rivier werd welhaast in de voortzetting 
van deszelfs ontwerp verhinderd, daar de 
bodems diër rivier overal bevonden wierd 
uit barde rotzige zelfstandigheden te be- 


staan, terwjl de stroom zoo sucl liep, dat 


er geene ankerplaats kan verkregen wor- 
den.— Kapitein Tuckey en de geleerde 
mannen tot de expeditie behorende, waren 
daarom verpligt te landen, om te beproeven 
den ecrsprung der rivier te vinden. Zy 
reisden met Ent oogmerk ongeveer 220 
Eng. Mjlen ver, in welken tyd zy vier 
watervallen passeerden, wanneer ziekte en 
gebrek van benodigheden hen ‘drongen 
terugtekeeren. Het journaal van ka- 
pitein Tuckey dat tot zjn dood is voort- 
gezet geeft zeo wy vernemen niet de 
minste aanmoediging om het onderzoek 
verder voerttezetten, behalve dat van ecn 
aardsrykskunde Probbema te bepaten 15 er 
niet eenige voordeel uit te trekken. Het 
oord kan niets voortbrengen dat eene ku- 
ropeeschen koopman voordeel kan aan- 
brengen de inwoonders die afgemaald wor- 
den als op de laagste schaal van mensche- 
like wezens staande, mogen gebrek heb- 
ben en ieder ding willen aannemen, Spaar 
zj bebben niets vim in ruilimg te geven, 
bet land is schaarsch bevolkt, en zy zin 
daarbj; wreed en onbuigzaam, de geringe 
voorraad van voortgebrachte granen, wel- 
ke met genoegzaam zjn voerdebulp der 
consumptie wordt door de Iydzame en 
werkzaamheid der vrouwen alleen verkre- 
gen. De grond is hard en ontuchibaar 
30 Eng. miylen van het strand tot het 
eindpunt van de onderneming mektte men 
op dat de alleen bedekt waren met een 
dikke corst door de verrótting van de 
bladen en andere stoffen uit het planten- 
rjk gevormd; het overige van de grond 
was rotsachtigen vol steenen. De ge-

private individual, under the protection of 


the British laws.” What his ultimate views 
may have been, we cannot say ; neitber

but as to his first step, it is not easy to col” 
ceive howhe can be said to have repaire: 
voluntarily and freely to, England, except 
the vessel that brought bim thither was his 
own, and could have carricd hin any where 
else by his orders.

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EXTRAOTS FROM LONDON PAPERS. 


‚… An Officer of the Ocontesfrigate, recently 
arrived from St. Heleng, has addressed & letter 
Ae the Editor of The Hampshire Telegraph, 
Com which tbe following is an eztract …— 


Asto the necessity he was urider of 


che dispatches brought by this ship from 
Sir IL. Lowe must have discovered to our go- 
verament something like a new ere in the life 
of Buonaparte. When Sir Hudson took the 
command at the island, Buopaparte gave him- 
self many airs ; one was—he refused lu vee any 
visitors ; anotber—be would not take &ny out- 
door exercise. It would appear, that, as he 
could not obtain the smalleat relaxation of the 
regulations established for his safety, he here- 
by intended to render them practically inope- 
ratìve. Pursting this course, the want of exer- 
cise in the open uir became u powerful uux- 
ilary to his vertu bed state of mind, in sepping 
the foundation of his healch : so that how his 
body discovers strong symptoms of weukness 
and etnaciatiap, und his mind of sullen despair. 
He does nothing with regolarity that depends 
gpon himself ; he will díne, in the coutoe vt a 
week, at almost every heur of the day nud 
night—from twelve at noon until midn:ght. 
He is pecessitated, the moment he rises in the 
morning, to go intoa warm bath, and there 
stay ontil he feels hìs sluggish furetions invi- 
gorated—the failure of wich would quickly 
threaten his life. ‘These new, cheerless, and 
unsocial manners, as may be easily imagined, 
have produced in his fallowers something like 
a distuste For the company of a óunished Em 

péror. Las Casas has indeed piainly mensies 
ted a defection. It iserpected that he is playing 
the gume of a genuine Freuchmun of the bu- 
napartean school. Suon after Buonapart& ar 
rived there, Loas Casas Commenced, as is known, 
employment in collecting n:atermis tor WEI g 
the life of his master; «nd that he might, ite 
his work, represent every cucumstance in the 
most imposing light, and give proper co;ouring 
to his imputed faults, under the sen.bauce el 
a higbwrought feelmg of honour for his histo- 
ricul fame, he wrung trom Buonaparte even 
what was the secret spring of all the principal 
actions uf his devious and active life — Buona- 
parte, it is said by all, never unbosomed him- 
self so freely to any person befure. This great 
mass of documents Las Casas took away with 
him to the Cape of Good lope, from whence 
he hopes, in a few months, to come to Englaud, 
and publish the work. He formerly rerided 
several years in England, and kept an weademy. 
He isa clever, artfui man ; bis son, who hes ac- 
compunied his, is nkewise remarkabls shrewd 
and intelligent. Ashe was embarkiag from 
St. Helene, Gen. Bertrand came down to him 
from Liòngwood, with a Message from Buona- 
parte, demanding the sum of 6000/, which 
Bertrand said he had pramised the 45 per or, 
as they stile him. laas Casas remonstrated, 
saying, it was all the mony he had ia the world; 
but heat length complied.— Theresa mystery 
in this circumstence which time must elucidate. 
Buonaparte is so fuily persuaded of the impos- 
sibility of his ever making his escape from St. 
Helena, that he has been heard io gusts of 
passion to ezpress himself to this effect to Ber- 
trand. Three of his domesties came to Ergtand 
in this ship, on their way to France; one of 
them was hie principel valet: they left him 
on account of his dimirished allowance rendc- 
ring economy necessafy.” 

Brussels, April 2 —Tbe number of English 
embarked and embarking ut Calais, to returu 
to England amounts to 6,500, ineluding alt the 
superior officers and Commissaries going home.

{he Emperòr Napoleon protests against the 
contents cf that treaty ; he is net the prisoner 
of England. After having placed his abdive- 
Jon in the hands &f the representatives of the 
nution, for the edvantege of the eenstitation 
adopted by the French people, and in favour of 
his son, he repäited voluntarily and freely ta 
Englard, with the view of living there as a 
private individual, vader the protection of (La 
British juws. ‘The violatien cf every law can- 
not constitute a right. The person of the Em- 
perôr Napoleon is actually in tie power of 
England, but he neither has been, hor is, in the 
power of Austrie, Russia and Prussia, either in 
fact or of right, even according to the laws end 
customs of Éhgiend; Wbich pever incladed, in 
the exchange of prisoner», Rusviang, Prussians 
Austrians, Spaniards, or Portuguese, though 
united te these powers by treuties of alliance 
and making war conjointiy wits them, 

Fhe convention ot the 2d af August, conclu- 
ded tifrern days after the Emperar was in Éng- 
land, canavt have a right of any effect. It ei 
hibiis en!y a spectacle of the coalition of the 
four greatest powers of Europe for the oppres- 
sion of a single man ta coalition which tbe 
apinisn of everv. nation and a!l the principles 
of sound morality, eqnally disavow. 

{he Emperors of Ausiria and Mlussia, and 
the king of Prussia, baving neither in fact os 
in vight any claim over the person of the Dm- 
peror Napoieon, could decide nothing respects 
ing bim. : & 

Had the Emperor Napoleon Been in the pows 
er of the Emperor ef Austrie, that price Would 
have vecollected the retation which religion 
and nature have formed hetween a father and 
a son—telstions which are never violated with 
impuniry. 

He would have recollected that Napoleon 
had four times restured to bim his throne : viz 
at Leoben in 1797 — ut Luneville in 1504 when 
his armies wer: under tbe walls of Vienna—at 
Presburghin 1806, andat Vienna in 1809, when 
his armies had possessioh of the capital and 
three-frurthsof the Monarchy! That Prince 
would have recoltected the protestations he 
made to Napoleon ut the bävouac in Moravia 
Na and at the interview in Dresden in 
1812. 

Had the person of the emperor Napoleon been 
in the power of the emperor Alexander, he 
would have reeollected the ties of friendship 
contracted at Tilsit, Erfurth, and curing twelve 
years of daily correspondence. 

He would have recollected the conduct of 
the emperor Napoleon the day after the bsttle 
of Austerlitz, when, though he could have 
made him, with tbe wreck of his army, prison- 
er, contented himself with taking his parole 
and allowing him to operate his retreat He 
would have recallected the danger: to which 
the emperor Napoleon personally exposed -him- 
self in order to eztinguish the fire at Moscow 
and to preserve that capital for him —assoredly 
that prince would never have violated the du- 
ties of ftiendship and gratitude towards a friend 
in misfortune. : 

Had the, person of the emperor Napoleon 
been in the power of the king of Prussia, that 
sovereign could not hate forgotten that it de- 
pended to the emperor, after the battle of 
Friendland, to place another prince on the 
throne of Berlin. He wauld not have forgot- 
ten, in the presence of à disarmed enemy, the 
protestations of attachment and tbe sentiments 
of gratitude which he testified to him in 1812 
st the interviews in Dresden. 

It accordingly appears from articles Ì and 5,
